recogni ti on on any li ne of road, 
and most esoeci ally i n Texas, where 
rock i s scarce. 
The fi rst clai m i s. 
Its li ghtness and power of absorbi ng 
water. The next i s a large savi ng i n 
keepi ng up the track on burnt bal­ 
last over stone and other ballasts. 
T h e thi rd i s the cheapness of i ts 
producti on and the placi ng of i t 
under the track. 
It i s clai med that where rock i s 
plenti ful the cost of quarryi ng and 
crushi ng the stone and handli ng i t 
is ten or twelve per cent larger than 
burnt ballast. 
The clai m for li ght­ 
ness and absorpti on i s certai nly a 
feature i n favor of the burnt ballast. 
It can be hauled i n greater quanti 
ties and put down faster. 
When 
the burnt ballast i s put down i t has 
^reat power of absorpti on of water, 
and the heavi est rai nfalls of thi s 
country wi ll not reach the di rt un­ 
derneath, whi le i n the case of rock 
ballasti ng, 
the tai n 
runs di rectly 
through the stone i nto the ground, 
softeni ng the earth i n such a man­ 
ner that the rock si nks at once i nto 
the ground, maki ng bad track. 
No 
trouble of thi s ki nd occurs where 
the burnt ballast i s in use, so i ts 
advocates clai m. 
The clai m of cheapness of mai n­ 
taining track where burnt ballast i s 
in use i s one of i ts attracti ve fea­ 
tures. 
Actual 
experi ence on 
the 
Texas 
Mi dland road has demon­ 
strated the fact that where stone 
ballasted track has cost $300 per 
mile per annum to mai ntai n, the 
burnt ballast porti on of the track 
bas cost the company but $100 per 
mile per annum. 
Thi s ari ses from 
the fact that the ballast absorbes all 
the water, never allowi ng moi sture 
to reach the di rt two feet beneath 
it, consequently no weeds or grass 
can grow and the di rt i s always dry, 
never 
si nks 
and 
makes 
uneven 
track. 
The experi ments made by 
the Mi dland have led to an experi ­ 
ment by the Katy, 
and i t i s qui te 
probable that two years hence all the 
Texas mi leage of thi s system wi ll be 
on burnt ballast.

of the services. 


W hen the remains were taken 
to 


the 
train K an sas 
university 
and 
D oan e college teams acted as pall­ 
bearers. T h e y were followed by the 
entire faculty, 
and over 500 stu ­ 
dents. 


T h e mem bers of the 
procession 
m arched to the depot behind the 
hearse, with uncovered heads, and 
in 
every w ay showed respect and 
sorrow for the dead. In the various 
churches all the ministers alluded 
to this accident. 
D r. C o rd ley, the veteran pastor 
of the Congregational church, spoke 
earnestly against a continuation of 
what he was pleased to term the 
barbarous pastime. 
R ev. W. G . Banker, of the P res­ 
byterian church, deplored the a c c i­ 
dent, but at the same time made an 
earnest plea for the gam e as c a lc u ­ 
lated to encourage physical devei 
opments and bodily vigor. 
H e said 
that the death of youn g Serf was 
one of the things that could not be 
helped. 
R e v. G eo rge D. Rogers, pastor of 
the First Baptist church, confessed 
to his congregation that he cam e to 
L a w ren ce four years ago an enthusi­ 
ast for the sport. 
H e told how be 
had been led to change his 
mind. 
In concluding his discourse he said, 
in part: 
“ We, as Christians are supposed 
to e m b o d y the principle of the g o s ­ 
pel of C h rist,” said Dr. 
Rogers. 
“ H is mind is to be our mind; Ilis 
sport our sport. 
T h e same gentle 
ness, meekness, kindness, brotherly 
love and affection that was His, be 
longs to us. 
We are His epistles 
written on H is heart, known and 
read of all men. 
“ It is difficult to see how men 
and wom en filled with His spirit 
can sit idly by and witness a con 
test in which brute torce seems to 
be 
the 
dom inant 
idea. 
M anly 
sports are always to be com m ended; 
brutality never. 
It occurs to me 
hat a Christian is quite out of place 
in the midst of such scenes as took 
place yesterday in our city. 
“ R e viv e the Spanish bull fight if 
you will, but give us something that 
las at least the semblance of hu 
manity and brotherly kindness. 
It 
seems to me that when human life 
is endangered, it is to call a halt. I 
glory in the Christian m anhood of 
our day. 
T h e time was when dis 
ease and weakness were thought to 
be syn on ym ous with piety. I would 
not take from the strong m anhood 
of 
our 
college 
one 
whit 
of his 
strength, but would foster physical 


cident, and 
that it was not caused 
by any fault of the students. 
Y o u n g Serf had been injured at 
Tarkio, M o ., a week ago, 
and had 
been in the game here but a short 
time when he was fatally hurt

fell unconscious. T he university team 
asked 
that he be taken from the 
field, but D oane was short of men 
and he was allowed to continue to 
play.

gates of Buffalo back into that city, 
twenty-seven miles distant. 
The 
har ness that tur ns the factor y wheels 
of Buffalo was buckled to the gr eat­ 
est of catar acts. 
This mor ning the 
str eet car s of this city began to 
move by falls power . 
Her eafter 
the falls must wor k enough to ear n 
their living. 


The buckling of the har ness could 
have been done as well twelve hour s 
ear lier , but owing to the fact that 
he father of William B. Rankine of 
New Yor k, secr etar y of the Niagar a 
Falls Power company, is a cler gy 
man, and in defer ence to his views 
the 
Niagar a Falls power was not 
tur ned into the tr ansmitting system 
at noon yester day, as had been ex­ 
pected. 
The 
connections 
wer e 
made at midnight last night. 
The 
for ce of exper ts having the wor k in 
char ge wer e busy 
until 
late 
last 
evening testing the var ious coiinec 
tions and going over the maihiuer y 
to make sur e that ever ythiag was iu 
pr oper 
or der . 
When 
ever ything 
was in r eadiness for the switch to 
be thr d|wn over , 
the 
electr icians 
wer e confident that ther e need be 
no cessation of the cur r ent set flow­ 
ing over the wir es of the Butfaio 
str eet r ailway system. 
T he distance cover ed by the line 
between 
Buffalo 
and 
the Falls is 
twenty-seven miles and the exper t 
electr icians who have 
the wor k in 
char ge estimate that the loss of en 
er gy will be less than 10 per cent, 
and may not much exceed 5. 
C ar e­ 
ful tests ar e to be made in this con 
nection, 
the 
tests 
cover ing both 
night and day and clear as well as 
r ainy 
weather . 
The 
electr icians 
ar e paying par ticular attention to 
this test, as on the per fect insula­ 
tion of the car r ying 
line depends 
much of the futur e success of the 
under taking. 
The line that has been built 
to 
car r y the cur r ent-bear ing wir es is of 
a most substantial natur e. 
Unlike

Ther e ar e at pr esent on the poles 
eight cables, each with a car r ying 
capacity of 
hor se power , or 
40,000 hor se power in all. 
The 
poles ar e of such a substantial char 
acter , however , that this number of 
cables can be doubled without sub 
jecting them to a gr eater str ain than 
is consider ed safe. 
The only contr act made so far 
for the deliver y of power in Buffalo 
by the power company is that with 
the Buffalo str eet r ailway company 
for 1,000-hor se power . 
Under the 
contr act with the city, the comple­ 
tion of the under taking of deliver ­ 
ing power was not obligator y befor e 
next June. 
It was in or der to se­ 
cur e the contr act with the str eet 
r ailway company that the wor k was 
hur r ied 
thr ough so far ahead of 
time. 
Contr acts with other s desir ­ 
ing to use the electr ical power will 
now be made, and it is thought tnat 
by the opening of spr ing the power 
will be well distr ibuted thr oughout 
the city. 
Since the inception of the under ­ 
taking and its car r ying out, the com 
pany have fr equently called upon 
Messr s. 
Edison and Tesla for ad 
vice, and these famous master s o 
electr icity have been fr equent visit 
or s to the Niagar a falls power house 
to solve technical pr oblems. 
The power will sell in Buffalo for 
^36 a hor se power per annum, and 
under its contr act with the city the 
company must incr ease its capacity 
10,000 hor se power a year until the 
maximum 
of 50,000 hor se power 
has been r eached.
